"Iron Man," has robbed the Rus- 
sian people of the fruits of the 
1917 revolution and is subjecting 
them to a "privileged caste", Leon 
Trotzky charged today in an in- 
terview with the United Press. 


As a result, Trotzky predicted 


that the Soviet Union ultimately 
must endure another revolution to 
secure the freedom of the working 
classes. 


An exile here, under oath to take 


no part in politics, Trotzky's police 
guard -will not allow him to receive 
visitor*. Hence the interview waa 
conducted by telephone. 


Trotzky, recently accused by the 


Stalin group of plotting with J6 
men to overthrow the present re- 
gime and kill iU leaders, waa bit- 
ter in his denunciation. He has de- 
nied alt part in the alleged "plot" 
for which the 16 were executed.

up 
The bearded exile summed 


the situation in Moscow thus: 


"Stalin, the bureaucrat, has kill- 


ed the Bolshevist party, thus rob- 
bing the people of the fruits of the 
October revolution." 


He predicted this must ultimate- 


ly plunge the country Into fur- 
ther upheavals. 


"Stalin represents the privileged 


ruling caste," Trotzky said, his 
voice vibrant with emotion. 
"I 


wish the people to enjoy what the 
October revolution achieved. 


"Stalin's policy means the evo- 


lution of a new class which in turn 
must 
rebuild in an inexorable 


struggle among all sections. That 
privileged caste fears the people, 
who live in ever-Increasing misery. 
Hence Stalin has been trying for

battle loyalist forces 10 mile* from 
the city. 


There were scattered but minor 


engagements elsewhere through 
out the country, but nothing def- 
inite enough to indicate growing 
strength on cither side. 


As it looked today, 
therefore, 


barring unforeseen developments, 
a long - drawn guerrila war was 
in prospect, until one side is worn 
down by attrition.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28—(UP)—The 


National Safety Council reported 
today that 18,560 persons had died 
in the last seven months, either be- 
neath the crunching 
wheels of 


automobiles or in twisted wreck- 
age left in the wake of a highway 
collision. 


It warned the nation to prepare 


for another "all-time record of 
slaughter on our streets and high- 
ways when 1936 has become his- 
tory." 


July was the third consecutive 


month and the fourth in 1936 in 
which automobile accident deaths 
in the United States exceeded 
those in corresponding periods of 
1935, the council said. 


The July toll was 3,180, three 


per cent more than the 3,090 traf- 
fic fatalities reported for July, 
1935. 


"The trend is alarming," W. H. 


Cameron, managing director of the 
council said, "because we have 
yet to pass through those months 
which in former years produced 
the largest numbers of traffic ac- 
cident deaths. 


"In 1935 the first six months re- 


corded 
15,890 
traffic 
fatalities 


while in the last six 21,110 such 
deaths were suffered." 


R. L. Forney, council statistician, 


said the Aug. 1 total was but two 
per cent below the corresponding 
1935 figure, a year In which motor 
deaths shot to the all-time high of 
37,000. 


Statisticians drew some solace, 


however, from the explanation that 
the death increase "was probably 
more than offset by a rise in traf- 
fic volume." 


Gasoline consumption was up 10 


per cent In May and up nine per 
cent for the first nine months.
